Favored by the Russian Constitutional 


Democrats. 


St Petersburg, Jan. 24. — The atti- 


tude of the Russian people toward the 
monarchy, showing that the peasant 
as well as the soldier would be quick 
to resent anything directed against 
the pers<§p of the "Little Father," has 
been recognized by the Constitutional 
Democratic convention now in session 
here, which, In spite of the objections 
ot many theoretical republican dele 
gates, incorporated in its platfqrm a 
clause declaring that "Russia is a con- 
stitutional, parliamentary monarchy." 
The majority adopted the view of Pro- 
fessor Badpuln De Courtenay, who 
said: "Our demand for a republic 
would lead to military i u'.e, a dictator- 
ship and ruin; we must give up the- 
ories and come out plainly and un- 
equivocally In favor ot a mouarchial 
form of governmant Our people will 
recognize no other rule "
